TWO SCHOOLS OF THOUGHT IN EUROPE 

Four years of European War left the world with the bitter knowledge 


that modern warfare is an activity that annihilates not merely armies, but 
entire nations War has become a threat to civilization of so serious a na- 


ture that it has left a fear of war in the minds of the entire world so great 


as to keep nations of equal strength from fighting each other. 

The Treaty of Versailles tried to make nations that were historically 
strong, physically weak, in order to insure peace. Germany, Austria and 
Hungary were split up to prevent another war. The treaty bred dissatisfac- 
tion and this dissatisfaction has been responsible for the present European 


crisis. It has resulted in two schools of thought in England. The one head- 
ed by Anthony Eden, says no compromise. The treaty of Versailles, design- 
ed to keep Germany so low that it cannot fight, is correct. The League of 
Nations is still a powerful enough instrument to maintain peace, even 
though England and France alone uphold its principles. 

The other theory, that of Prime Minister Chamberlain, recognizes the 
threat of peace in internal dissatisfaction. Even though the dread of war is 
as strong in every man, regardless of his nationality, still internal dissatis- 
faction is an evil so bad that even war may be better. Such dissatisfaction 
is so serious a cause of war, that it should be avoided, even though it means 


giving up the principles of the Treaty of Versailles and recognizing the fail- 
ure of The League of Nations. This reasoning can best be described by the 
formula that A House Divided against itself cannot stand. To Chamberlain 
there is no hope for the League as long as internal dissatisfaction splits its 


membership. To remedy this there must be compromise, and even a certain 
subservience to the desires of the dissatisfied states. It may even mean a 
strong, reborn Germany, but if it means a contented German people, there 
will be less danger of a European War than a German people bearing the 
brunt of a treaty for which they feel they are not responsible. 

To Chamberlain and to many other statesmen, the dictator nations are 
sore spots in Europe. A spark can set the whole structure ablaze on account 
of the seething discontent of the people within the countries, who, although 
hating war, also hate the system which they feel is the cause of their per- 
sonal misfortunes. 

These two schools of thought have been well represented by the recent 
upset in the British Parliament. Eden, the idealist of the old school, with 
faith in the might of the British Empire felt that Treaties were made to be 
kept and that the Empire must insist on their good faith if war was to be 
avoided. Chamberlain, with a practical view to the future, felt that prin- 
ciples which kept discontent blazing in the dictator nations was not the way 
to make the world free from the danger of war. A strong Germany, with 
its ends achieved, might easily become an ally of England, for to be Eng- 
land’s ally, has been the be all and end all of German statesman since Bis- 
marck first molded the German nation. They are England’s natural allies, 
far more than France, and as a contented nation, they may one day aid Eng- 
land in preserving the peace of Europe in a way they never will so long as 
discontent drives them out to regain what was once theirs.

The art of cheese making is a very, 
very old one and can be traced back 
as far as two thousand years. It is 
believed that the discovery was pure- 
ly accidental. Primitive man finding 
that milk allowed to stand for some 
time, till coagulated, was not only 
edible, put pleasing to the taste. He 
started making a soft, sour, milk 
kind of cheese, something like those 
we find in country districts all over 
the world. 

Most cheeses are made from milk 
soured with rennet—an extract from 
the mucous membrane of the stom- 
ach of the calf. This is cleaned and 
preserved by salting and drying.

Mrs. El- 
kins climbed on the back of the front 
seat and stayed there till morning 
with her feet in the water. Mrs. Hitt 
called and wanted to get them wher- 
ever they might be in the neighbor- 
hood, but I couldn’t find them. About 
daybreak Tipper Morris found them 
and helped Mrs. Elkins to shore. 
George Fauntleroy got on a_ horse 
and swam it under the tree and took 
Mr. Waters to dry land.”’ 

“Some months after that, Mrs. EIl- 
kins went to Paris and sent me back 
this cablegram, ‘Tell anybody that 
wants to know I crossed the creek 
successfully and arrived O.K. Signed, 
Lucy.’ Mrs. Elkins was nice and 
friendly like that and you would 


never think to hear her talk that she 
had a penny.’ 

Mrs. Yates rated one of her ‘‘most 
important” assignments her efforts 
to locate Mr. Ralph Goodwin when 
Mr. Walter Goodwin was badly hurt 
on the polo field. “They told me in 
New York that he was on a_ motor 
trip to Chicago and I called every 
town of any size between the two 
places, then Chicago and half way 
back, just missed him each time. 
Finally I found him in ome small 
town and he came right down and 
brought a Dr Wheelwright with 
him.” 

Rating as her most exciting ex- 
perience the day in March, 1920 
when Walter Paul was killed at the 


railroad crossing at The Plains, Mrs. 
Yates recalled that The Plains opera- 
tor told her of Paul’s death and most 
of the lurid details, but didn’t know 
the dead man’s name. “I just kept 
quiet, called Dr. Spitler and sent him 
out there, but didn’t tell any body in 
the house, for my brother, Asa, was 
driving the mail truck and I didn’t 
want Mato know a man had _ been 
killed till I was sure it wasn’t Asa.” 

Mrs. Yates proudly showed a small 
Christmas card which she said she 
had received from General Billy Mit- 
chell after she had called for help 
when his house caught fire.’’ He only 
wanted Mr. Sands and Mr. D. B. Alli- 
son called and I did just what he said. 
When Christmas came, he sent me 
this card with two ten dollar bills 
wrapped around it. There never was 
a finer man here than the General.”’ 
And in this the community fully con- 
curs. 

With local history literally at her 
fingertips, Mrs. Yates rates A-1 as a 
vivid raconteur.
